shall on any one day in the province either 
himself or through agent or agents, serve, dis- 
tribute or provide for consumption any food- 
grains, eatables, or beverage to twenty five or 
more persons (including the person or persons 
so serving distributing or providing or accepi- 
ing or contributing for such service or distri- 
bution) .
